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WHO CAN'T KEEP A SECRET FOR THIRTY YEARS + ?

The alien autopsy analysis continues, with a prominent 
Pathologist stating that the body is real, but not human and 
Stephen Speilberg's model makers, stating that "if the body is 
a dummy and the guy that made it is still around, he can start 
work with us tomorrow!" 

We have already learnt from the experts that the electric clock 
that can be seen on the wall is a model current with the period 
(1947), the Bell telephone model, with the coiled wire, is also 
a model that was in use at the time. Medical opinion has 
stated that the instruments being used and the type of 
instrument tray shown in use, were correct for the period. A 
prominent member of Eastman Kodak has given his opinion that 
the date of the film is correct for the 1947 period....so where 
do we go from here? (We know that there were at least two 
reported UFO crashes prior to Ouly 4th 1947). 

Oust to make things a little more complicated, we have the 
matter of the mysterious piece of film footage shown to a 
select band, before the film was sent out on general release at

Busty' Taylor was one of those that saw a piece of flickering 
film, far different to that recently released.

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SHEFFIELD "FLYING TRIANGLE" REPORT 


We are indebted to i>ew PRA member Mr D.R. Beglin for this 
report. 

This incident took place near Low Bradfield village at 
approximately 1215am on the 29th duly 1995. 

Five witnesses sighted a triangular object bigger than a 
commercial airliner, travelling from North to South over the 
valley. They described the FT as flying "flat side forward" 
and making a low humming noise. It had a red light at each 
corner. 

Shortly afterwards an orange/amber ball of light flew across 
the area towards the horizon, stopped and appeared to release a 
small red ball of light which rapidly travelled in an upward 
direction. Both objects then disappeared. 

Shortly afterwards an orange ball of. light was seen to be 
heading from South to North, followed by two aircraft which 
seemed to be chasing it! But the object accelerated away and 
all objects then disappeared over the horizon. 

The witnesses independently all drew a sketch of the classic FT 
(Flying Triangle) with three lights, flying flat side forward. 


A LANCASHIRE UFO REPORT 

Mr Paul Walmsley was walking towards his home in Weldbank Lane, 
Chorley at about 7.30pm on Saturday 7th October 95, when he 
became aware of an object which he reckons was about the length 
of a double-decker bus. 

"It was silver and cigar shaped with tiny windows and had 
orange, yellow and red lights beaming up from it." "It hung 
motionless about 100ft over the Perrite Rubber Works tower, 
went forward about 200yards and then went back." 

"Then it shot off towards Preston like a bolt of lightning. The 
most fascinating thing about it was that it was absolutely 
silent. There was no noise at all." 

"There was no way it was an airship as nothing could go that 
fast and then hover without making a sound. I'M convinced it 
was a UFO and that it didn't come from here." 

Mr Walmsley said that another couple in Weldbeck Lane also 
pointed to the object and asked "what the hell is that?" But he 
was too absorbed to catch up with them and ask them their 
names.

ANOTHER "FLYING TRIANGLE" OVER DERBY 
(12 September 1995 Time:0505) 

Interview carried out by Mr C. Wilson 


A British Airways stewardess of several years experience was 
driving along the A38 and just passing the Kingsway roundabout, 
leaving Derby, when she saw a "strange" object fly quickly 
across her path and heading in a North Westerly direction. 

Mrs "SO" stated that the object appeared to be triangular and 
had three non-flashing lights at each corner, at the rear and 
just out of line with the back two green lights was a red 
pulsating light. She commented that the red light was smaller 
than the green lights. 

The FT was "quite low", about the height that a light aircraft 
would fly (approx. 2000ft.). "It was definitely below the 
clouds and I could see reasonably clearly as there was a full 
moon. It was not travelling as fast as a low level military 
jet, but seemed to be moving faster than a passenger aircraft 
at a similar height i.e. coming in to land." 

"I instinctively knew that it was out of the ordinary. I 
'froze' and stared, even though I was driving. It was about 
10/15 minutes later when I saw a bright light shining through 
the low, light clouds, as I was passing Burton-on-Trent. The 
light was in front of me and almost overhead. It lasted about 
two seconds. Due to its location and angle, I feel certain 
that it wasn't a conventional aircraft." 

The weather at the time was reported as being clear, with 
slight cloud cover, cool and dry. A full moon was visible.

Mr Mishel Gueshne is the son-in-law of good friend Roland Castillo 
Valenzuela, whose daughter he is married to. He says he took a 
photograph of a UFO and unfortunately the negatives came out badly. 

He had the camera in his hand when he saw the object pass overhead, 
and he took the photograph, the good thing is that the best one came out, 
exactly where the electric wires are, and the object was going over 
the wires, then he could see the sides (of UFO), 

Mishel Gueshne explains that the first and second photographs came 
out very fa^nt, but he believes that they could be improved in a 
laboratory, 

I asked him what shape it had and he told me that it was like a 
lance head, and that at the back it had something like a light air¬ 
craft generates. 

He says it was like a mass of metal but he imagined it as mottled 
with spines, or something like thato 

Apart from himself, his mother, his wife and his son were the first 
to see it. 

As for the time indicated it was late afternoon, it would be about 
5.0*clock, and he added that it did not have any characteristic 
smell or anything else of this kind. 

Conclusion, 

Regrettably in this case, I have only collected his statement in my 
files, and unfortunately I do not have access to the famous photograph 
to see the degree cf credibility it has, but other similar cases are 
known throughout the world. 

I can vouch for his integrity, as a professional, but I would like 
to have the photograph at hand, to make a better jxidgement. Amongst 
other things I am limited to give an opinion, because truly I would 
not know what to say.

November 1995 

Autumn is my favourite season with 
much evidence of large scale 
environmental change. A finely tuned 
ecology and sense of journey’s end is all 
around. You can literally smell the Earth 
in Autumn. It must rate as one of the 
most wonderful aromas in the universe. 

Venus, Jupiter and Mars are very low in 
the southwestern sky during the twilight 
dusk and all three are easy to spot. The 
Earth is about the same size as Venus 
and when you observe Venus, think of 
our little planet Earth: a delicate, fragile 
ball floating in the vast emptiness of 
space. It is always a great joy to actually 
identify another world as it can often 
give us a sense of place in the cosmos. 

All three planets are moving eastward 
with respect to the background stars. 
The slowest planet, Jupiter, is initially in 
the lead and the fastest planet Venus at 
the rear. Their positions are reversed by 
the end of the month. On November 
18th all three planets will be at their 
closest to each other. I can guarantee 
that switchboards will be jammed with 
calls from members of the public who are 
convinced they have spotted a UFO. 

On November 24th the young crescent 
Moon has spectacular encounters with 
the three dancing planets. There will be 
a Full Moon on the 7th. It is a great time 
to be out after midnight at Full Moon. 
Moonlight shadows can play funny 
tricks with your imagination and if you 
are alone in the country it can be quite 
scary: the Full Moon, the eerie shadows 
and sounds of the wild!

by light pollution in recent years. 
Another form of pollution will soon be 
affecting Radio Astronomy. Digital 
modulation (using ones and zeros - 
computer speak) is set to revolutionise 
media broadcasting. Digital modulation 
can produce significant radio 
interference. Normally, the unwanted 
emissions are too weak to interfere with 
an ordinary radio set. However, they are 
more than strong enough to overwhelm 
a radio telescope picking up minute 
signals from edge of the universe. I 
hope astronomers do not mistake Radio 
One broadcasts for alien life forms! 

There is much compelling evidence 
linking solar activity to Earthly weather. 
Historically, numbers of sunspots rise 
and fall over periods of between 9.7 and 
11.8 years. The Sun is also brighter 
when the level of activity such as solar 
flaring is high, during sunspot maxima. 

Variable brightness of the Sun during 
solar cycles provides a physical 
explanation for the variations in air 
temperature on Earth. Since the 17th 
century, the Sun has brightened by 
about 0.4% and we may now be due for 
a downturn. In the next 50 years the 
Earth may become cooler!

Venus - Mars - Jupiter 


If you have been watching the sunset every evening throughout November you 
will have noticed the planets’ movement eastward, especially Venus, which is 
travelling very fast and Mars, not so fast. Notice that Jupiter’s position 
relative to the background stars has hardly changed.
